Chicago's catalogue house trade and it is said 
several mail order houses will shortly be started in 
that city. If they materialize it is to be hoped the 
eastern retail trade will nip their proposed aggran- 
dizement in the bud. 








Exports of manufactures still promise to exceed in 
the fiscal year 1904 those of any preceding year. The 
nine months’ figures of the fiscal year, just announced 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor, through 
its Bureau of Statistics, show a total of 17 million dol- 
lars greater than the corresponding months of the fiscal 
year 1900, in which the exports of manufactures 
reached their highest figures. In 1900 the exports of 
domestic manufactures amounted to 43 million dollars 
for the whole fiscal year, which was the highest figure 
ever recorded for the exports of domestic manufac- 
tures from the United States. In 1901 the figures 


showed 411 million dollars, in 1902, 403 million dol-- 


lars, and in 1903, 407 million dollars. 








Tue growth in the exports of manufactures from 
the United States which is so strongly marked in the 
present fiscal year extends to a very large proportion 
of the list of articles included under that term, manu- 
factures. This is shown by some tables just prepared 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor through 
They include all manufac- 
tured articles or groups of articles whose exportation 
aggregated in the last fiscal year as much as one 
million dollars in value, or seem likely to aggregate 
that sum in the present fiscal year. The articles or 
groups of articles which show an increase are iron 
and steel manufactures; mineral oils; copper; leather 
and manvfactures; agricultural implements; chemi- 
cals, drugs and dyes; wood, manufactures of; cars 
and carriages; paper and its manufactures; scientific 
instruments ; manufactures of fibers; manufactures of

Is it one of outspoken friendship, of taciturn neu- 
trality or of ill-disguised disapproval ? 

Do you, Mr. Dealer, carry a line that caters with 
any degree of thoroughness to the farmers’ wants? 

Do you carry poultry accessories, seeds and some 
special sundries? 

Does your store show an attractive line of kitchen 
goods, milk pails, tin cans and pans and the like? 

Do you keep on the lookout for novelties and create 
the impression that the farmer who visits your store 
will always find some up-to-date noveity, such as a 
patent milking stool or the like? 

Sut to return to our farmer. 
permanent customer you must “treat him handsomely” 
and make him feel thoroughly at home in your store. 


If you want him for a 


Frank and hospitable by nature himself, he appreci- 
ates these qualities in another; and opens his heart— 
and pocketbook—to those who give him hearty wel- 
come and show interest in his affairs. 

Teach him to look upon your store as headquarters 
when in town, and take pains to really get acquainted 
with him, not as a “class,” but individually. 

When Ebenezer Meadowgrass comes to your store, 
fastens his horse at the door, and comes in, have a 
cheerful word of welcome for him, and give him what 
is known in slangily inclined circles as the glad hand. 
Greet him by name—always remembering that a for- 
getfulness of customers’ names is one of the cardinal 
sins of merchandising. Of course common sense dic- 
tates that the dealer should not disgust his customer by 
overdoing courtesy and “slobbering.” 

Remember how ill at ease some over-zealous clerks 
have made you feel on past occasions, and avoid 
frightening him away, while yet never neglecting him. 

A glass of hot or cold drink to offer his “sisters and 
his cousins and his aunts” when they chance to drop 
in with him is not a bad idea, although perhaps not 
as en regle in a hardware as in a general merchandis- 
ing establishment. They'll be apt to come oftener, and 
we must remember that the farmer’s wife is a potent 
factor in guiding the farmer’s buying. Entering the 
shop, very likely after a long ride, such thoughtfulness 
will be appreciated, and it costs more in planning than 
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in time. In any event, these people are very human, 
like the rest of us, and respond to attentions extended 
to them in a frank and sincere spirit. 

Remember the homely habits and virtues of Uncle 
Ebenezer and Aunt Maria, and while you are generous 
and liberal in treatment be careful not to put matters 
on a plane too far above theirs of everyday. Be sure 
your sin will find you out if you do not treat Ebenezer 
right in quality and price. The fact is, our agricul- 
tural customer, even if he comes to town from a long 
distance, is better posted than the dealer is apt to 
believe; and at all times his native shrewdness stands 
him in good stead. 

Then, too, he carries away the story of your favors, 
and once established in the esteem of Mr. Meadow- 
grass, your bargains, your little kindnesses, your in- 
variably cheery welcome, your honest dealing and con- 
tinued fairness are expressed in no measured terms 
outside your presence. 


The result is found in farmer customers and more 
sales of hardware. 


The rural mail delivery and suburban telephone 
service are all adding to the desirability of the farmer 
as a customer. 

Begin right away to cultivate him. Put yourself 
out to oblige him. 

Get lists of near-by families and mail to Ebenezer 
and his folks business literature—printed invitations to 
come in and see you “whether ready to buy or not.” 

Keep this matter down to the plain, every-day style 
of address, easy to understand and to respond to. 

Right here we would emphasize the profitableness of 
attractive circulars. 

Use a nice quality of paper. 

Consult up-to-date magazines and trade papers, fa- 
miliarizing yourself with the latest type faces and in- 
sist on your printers using these. Lithotint may look 
as well as Italic Devinne Condensed, but the former 
does not help the psychological impression of up-to- 
dateness as much as the latter. 

After securing good type and good paper, talk “to 
your customers just as you would when meeting 
them face to face and quote prices, offering genuine 
bargains. 

Your literature must convey the impression that you 
desire their presence whether they buy or not. 

Follow up your lists and keep the people on it well 
posted as to new goods in your line. Make special 
offers. 

When these callers wander around the store cur- 
iously, show them “how it works”—when you catch 
their attention directed to a patent device or a new 
mechanism of any kind. 

Put prices on everything you can, marked in plain 
figures. Omission of the price will make one go 
away ignorant of the most important item involved— 
the cost. Not seeing it he will, nine times out of ten, 
guess it to be more expensive than it really is; or, 
failing to ask price—and every customer cannot ask 
the price of everything—he may thereby put off buy- 
ing something which he might have bought in that 
hour, and bought of you.

A brusque attitude towards the cus- 
tomer, a snarl or a growl for the traveling men, are not 
“passports round the globe,” nor even to popular esti- 
mation in the small sphere in which you live and toil.

The legitimate trade forces 
of honest merchandise should make an Austerlitz of 
every encounter.

“SOMETIMES an author, fond of his own thought, 
Purses its object till ’tis overwrought: 
If he describes a house, he shows the face, 
And after, walks you round from place to place; 
Here is a vista, there the doors unfold, 
Balconies here are balustred with gold; 
Then counts the rounds and ovals in the halls, 
The festoons, friezes, and the astragals;

Thoroughness is an admirable quality, but who has 
not known salesmen, both on the road and in the store, 
whose prolixity wearied customers. A good salesman 
can easily talk half an hour, giving a compiete and

range, and then again he can describe it completely, 
and in an interesting manner, in less than five minutes. 
By watching his customer he can tell how far he 
can wisely go into detail.

How shall we clothe our furnaces? Both galvan- 
ized casings and brick setting are commonly used.

His method is to smear the casing with as- 
bestos cement and to keep the asbestos in place by 
wrapping it with woven wire fencing. This gives a 
dust-proof casing, retains the heat, and economizes 
the fuel.

Any of their fire pot linings extend high enough to 
prevent the body of fire from lying against the steel. 

Their fire pot not being exposed to the hot air cham- 
ber, gives indirect radiation through the steel body 
and thus avoids burning the oxygen out of the air be- 
fore it goes to the rooms above. 

Moreover, the fire pot being capable of separate re- 
moval through the fire door, in whole or in part, -with- 
out disturbance of the casing, the user does not have to 
be without a fire more than two hours, and thus avoids 
tedious delays and annoyance. 

The fire bowl is sectional and of such form as to 
best resist the action of the most intense heat, the 
front portion being cut away, giving a full view of 
grates from fire door. The advantages derived are in 
putting in of fuel and, in case of necessity, the re- 
moval of large clinkers. 
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Their furnace grates rock like a locomotive grate 
and are operated by a lever on the outside of the fur- 
nace. It is a practical shaking and dumping grate, 
being very simple. It can be easily removed and re- 
placed, without disturbing other parts. 

On each of our furnaces there is a diving flue, to- 
gether with a direct draft that can be used when de- 
sired. 

The diving flue is crescent shaped and forty-two to 
forty-eight inches high, according to the height of the 
furnace, and is connected to the body of the same at 
the back by the self-locking collar of their own in- 
vention. 

The collar is made in two equal parts, one part fast- 
ened to the body of the furnace and the other to the 
diving flue before the furnace leaves the factory, and 
when the diving flue is set in place they make a con- 
nection similar to that of screwing a nut onto a bolt, 
by the locking of the two dovetails together, which 
enables the man who installs the furnace to make a 
perfect connection without the use of a bolt or key of 
any kind, and no matter how careless the workman 
may be, he cannot put the furnace up and get anything 
but a good connection at this point. 

The fire pot and combustion chamber are enclosed 
with a single shell of mild steel, the body being a sin- 
gle plate one-eighth of an inch thick. 

The steel used in all of these furnaces has a tensile 
strength of 60,000 pounds to the square inch. While 
cold it may be bent double and hammered down flat 
without the least sign of fracture.

THE KELSEY WARM AIR GENERATOR. 





The Kelsey Heater Co., Syracuse, N. Y., send us a 
copy of their Book No. 5 telling all about the Kelsey 
warm air generator. 

The principle of the Kelsey generator is to warm 
great volumes of air by bringing it into actual con- 
tact with very extensive and properly heated surfaces. 
This is accomplished by sending the air in separate 
channels through corrugated cast iron flues or sec- 
tions which surround the fire. 

By dividing the air into as many flows as there are 
sections, it is more thoroughly and evenly heated than 
by simply passing a body of air over, or next to a hot 
surface, it is claimed. 

The ash pit is fitted to the “base” with a cup joint. 
There is absolutely no escape of dust. The sides of 
the ash pit are straight, and an ash pan can be used if 
desired. 

The grates are of the Smyth pattern, having four re- 
volving bars, triangular in shape. At each one-third 
revolution they present a new surface to the fire. The 
grate bars are independent and any grate bar can be 
easily removed or replaced. 

A cast iron “pot ring,” three and one-fourth inches 
wide, is fitted in a cup joint to the ash pit. On this 
pot ring rests the “lower deck.” The lower deck sup- 
ports the sections above, which fit inte it with deep cup 
joints. 
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The lower deck extends beyond the line of the back 
of the “sections” four inches, and then upwartds seven 
inches, forming a flange. On this flange rests the 
“inside casing,” and in it is cast the “indirect smoke- 
pipe collar,” and the clean-out openings on each side. 

The efficiency of the Kelsey generator is due mainly 
to the long, hollow cast iron flues or sections with 
corrugated sides, through which most of the air passes 
in being heated. 

There are from nine to seventeen sections in each 
generator, according to its size and capacity, and they 
are placed upright on end in the generator, around 
and on the “lower deck” and just above the grate 
surface. 

Being wider at the back than at the front, they form 
when in position the fire cylinder and combustion 
chamber, and the old style fire-pot is done away with. 

The face, or straight lower paris of the sections 
forming the fire cylinder, are four and one-half inches 
wide, twelve inches long, and one and one-eighth 
inches thick. 

Each section has an average inside measurement, at 
the lower end, of thirty-eight square inches, and at the 
upper end, where the heated air is discharged, of forty- 
three square inches. 

The average length of all sections is thirty-six 
inches, and the average weight is about seventy 
pounds, and each section has eight square feet of heat- 
ing surface. 

The corrugations are on the inside of the sections as 
well as the outside, and cause the air, in passing 
through to deflect from a straight course, and to be- 
come more thoroughly mixed, thereby bringing more 
of the air particles into contact with the heated sur- 
faces than would be possible with any other construc- 
tion. 

At the back, the sections overlap each other, con- 
fining the fire within, but at the top, between the sec- 
tions, there is six inches of space left open, thus per- 
mitting the products of combustion to escape to the 
draft chamber. 

The sections are held in position at the top by an 
upper deck ring, which is fitted to each section with a 
deep cup joint. | 

The upper and lower decks, with the sections be- 
tween, are securely fastened together by heavy iron 
rods or bolts. These pass through the air chamber 
of the sections. 


The inside casing is of heavy, refined iron, and ex- 
tends fom the lower-deck flange to the upper deck. 
Between the backs of the sections and the inside casing 
there is a space of four inches which forms the draft 
chamber. 

The baffle plate, located in the draft chamber, be- 
tween the direct and the indirect draft, serves to dis- 
tribute the heat more evenly over the sections. 


The outside casings is of galvanized iron and the 
upper half is lined with asbestos sheathing, and this 
in turn, with tin. Between the inside and the outside 
casing there is a space of three inches. This is an air 
chamber, and is open to the fresh air supply below, 
and to the hot air pipes above. 

By capping over two or more of the sections with 
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the “positive cap attachment,” and extending a heat 
conducting pipe therefrom, the warm air which comes 
through these particular sections is, by this Kelsey 
method, forced through long pipes to rooms exposed 
or distantly located, or through shorter pipes to rooms 


on a level with the generator itself.

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OBLONG ELBOW PATTERN. 











To draw an oblong elbow pattern, first draw the 
oblong to the size wanted; then draw the shape of 
elbow at 45° or any bevel wanted. Starting at the 
point where the oblong is divided, which should be at 
the middle, space the straight line and semi-circle into 
any convenient number of equal parts. In this case 
sixteen parts are used, which must divide the one-half 
of oblong into sixteen equal parts also. Then place 
a try-square on the dividing line of oblong and trace 
same at right angle through points found on semi- 
circle until they touch the miter line of elbow. Then 
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proceed to Fig. 3 to develop pattern by using dividers, 
which are set at the same distance apart as used for 
finding the equal number of parts in oblong, and then 
space off the same as in Fig. 3 twice the number of 
spaces, which in this case is 32. In Fig. 1 the first 
three spaces are on the straight and side of oblong. 
These must be spaced the same in height from point 
A to point B, where the semi-circle starts that you 
space from,.and.from C to D, and so on until the pat- 
tern is completed. Then sketch, free hand, through 
points found and you have half the pattern by allow- 
ing lock and cut-out. To shorten the task space both 
ends of the pattern with the divider while the divider 
is set. 

Fig. 2 is arrived at in much the same manner. 

The same method may be used for the two-piece 
square oblong and three or four piece oblong patterns 
if given a little study.

CHARCOAL IRON VS. STEEL.

CLEVELAND TINNERS STRIKE. 





\ strike of 150 outside tin workers, members of Lo- 
cal No. 65, Amalgamated Sheet Metal Workers, Cleve- 
land, O., was inaugurated May Ist. On April 30th 
an agreement was privately submitted to the Employ- 
ers’ Association, numbering eight shops, and the firms 
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outside of the association, calling for a minimum scale 
of $2.50 a day. This the employers, with a few ex- 
ceptions, refused to sign, and the strike was called in 
consequence. 

The union leaders say that practically all the men 
are receiving higher wages than the minimum pre- 
sented, and that their only object in insisting on it 
was to secure a definite agreement on the wage ques- 
tion, to prevent future trouble. A meeting of the 
Employers’ Association was held, at which it was 
agreed to maintain the stand taken in the first place. 

The union met May Ist to receive the report of a 
committee delegated to visit the shops and _ secure 
signatures to the agreement. They reported the fol- 
lowing firms as agreeing to the scale: The Shackle- 
ton Co., the Holmes Furnace Co., the Bennett Furnace 
Co., W. E. Beck, W. L. Hundertmark and several 
smaller concerns. It was decided to remain on strike 
at the other shops until the agreement is signed, but 
work was resumed at the places named immediately.

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MEETING OF THE AMALGAMATED IRON, STBEL 
AND TIN PLATE WORKERS. 








One of the most vital matters which came up in the 

annual convention of the Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, which began May 3rd 
in Cleveland, was the wage concession on rebate tin 
plate. This amounts to 25 per cent and when the 
workers were brought face to face with a general re- 
duction in tin plate wages last month, some effort was 
made to eliminate the rebate feature, but without suc- 
cess. 
The matter therefore stands as it did at the start, in 
October, 1902, that there is a concession of 25 per cent 
on rebate plates from the wage scale in force at the 
time the tin plate was made. This means 25 per 
cent in addition to the 18 per cent, which makes the 
men work on rebate plates at 38%2 per cent off the 
wage scale which was in force when this arrangement 
was first made a year and a half-age. 

To this the men seriously object. They claim that 
if 25 per cent concession was needed, that should not 
be affected by the fact that a concession on domestic 
business has since been given. 

From the temper of the men we have no hesitancy 
in saying that the convention will decide to insist on 
either the abrogation of the rebate wage arrangement, 
or, at least, make it apply only on the original scale, 
so that the rebate wages would only be the extra 7 per 
cent below the scale which went into effect April 2 
last. 

There is just as little question that the American 
Sheet and Tin Plate Company will insist upon the 25 
per cent remaining in force in the sense of a reduction 
from whatever wages happen to be in force as regards 
domestic plate. 

This will mean a deadlock, and it is far from im- 
probable that it will result in shutting down the union 














tin mills for a time after June 30. It would appear 
that the combine would not be averse to such a cur- 
tailment of production, inasmuch as it is particularly 
anxious now to maintain the present market on tin 
plate. A year and a half ago it was threatening the 
independents with retaliation if there was any cutting 
in tin plate, and carried out this threat by the 40-cent 
cut in the fall of 1902. Now, however, the position is 
quite different. Tin plate is lower, being close to the 
profitless line on 28 cent tin and $24 sheet bars, and 
any further cut would be a serious matter.

Trade Report. 


CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The marked lethargy which has characterized this 
market for the past three weeks has increased to a 
great extent since our last report. Whether this is to 
be attributed to the present inactivity of the entire iron 
market, or whether buyers are waiting for lower rates, 
the next month will decide. 

Prices have not remained altogether firm, and there 
is a slight movement in favor of shading them. South- 
ern iron is selling, to some extent, on the basis of $9.75 
Birmingham for No. 2, a concession of 25¢ per ton 
over former quotations. Other irons seem to be quite 
firm, however, and there is no prospect at present of 
any decline. Northern No. 2 foundry is strong at $14. 
Malleable iron is firm at rates quoted, but there is 
hardly any demand. 

In the face of a very light demand, it is safe to af- 
firm that the scarcity of iron ore is all that keeps up 
the schedule. Furnaces have not commenced as yet to 
bring down the season’s supply, and the melter who 
has a small stock in his yard is to be congratulated. 
The disagreement among vesselmen has not yet been 
patched up, and if the olive branch is not extended in 
the near future, the consequent shortage of ore will 
cause a material advance in prices. 

There is no prospect of a crisis of this kind occurring 
during the next few weeks, and possibly not at all, but 
there are those who prepare for any emergency, and, 
to these people, the situation seems to favor an ad- 
vance over the present schedule. 

No large sales were reported during the week, and 
most orders have been for carload lots, with an occa- 
sional order“for 100 or 200 tons. The total aggregate 
is very small, amounting to about the output of only 
one furnace under normal circumstances. Dealers re- 
port that specifications are coming in freely. 





SHEETS. 


Demand for sheets has not improved. Orders are 
not frequent and, such as there are, for small tonnage. 
Keen competition is to be noticed between association 
and the independent producers, and some very attrac- 
tive prices have resulted. The quotations given below 
are those nominally asked by all the producers, though 
they can be shaded from $1 to $2 a ton, according to 
the size of the order.
